It is nol only llial 
our iiiirniif; opuruliofm {jive prumise ol ureater 
prosperity tliiiii Ihey have doue since 18.')8, 
bill our political affairs, Ibanka to Ibe 
iiiucli (In.'iuled •• political agitation," ore at 
lunj^ili assnniing a liopuful appearance. There 
is no* no qiioalion about the raucb tallied ol 
union ol tha colonies. The riiatler ra lirially 
ilecided upon Ijy Ihe Irnporral Guvcrniiurit. 
Sc l.ir every 111 iiig locks well ; but the reH|ion- 
srbilrties wbrch rest on tho pouple of Ibid and 
the neighboring colony ate none tbe lees, because 
we are givtti the opportunity of emerging Irom 
the rather dreary season through which we 
have been passing. Big Bend may throw 
unt iM alliirernenl.f, and the promised union 
may settle a i(ueHlion that wa.s (iisturbing the 
relations ol bolh colonies, and hindering Ihe 
investinant of capital ; but unleas wo show 
oursolvca tit for the occasion, good fortune 
will have cumu to U3 in vain. Much has yet 
lo be done commercially and politically. In 
a litlle time, jirubably in a few \vi;ek9, a 
hiiije population will bo in our midst cii ruule 
to tho mines. It is not enough that we have 
supplied Ibia population with facilities for 
reaching Victoria or even British Columbia — 
we .•ihouM see, as far as it lies in our power, 
that no (ibstacli) raises itself to retard Ihoir 
tr.ivel 10 the Columbia river, or interlere with 
the transit of provitions. Wo all know ihe 
terrible history of the spring of 'fi'i. when 
men were driven.baok on their journey to 
Cariboo through actual want — when pack 
trains wero waylaid by famished mii:ers long 
before the provisions could reach their de^- 
liiiution — not waylaid as the Arabs attack 
the caraviin in Iho deserl, but compelled to sell 
allhough at exorbitant rates to tho travellers 
on tbe road. We do not waat to see such 
mismanagenieDt, and the ueoessary reaction 
which is sure to follow, and we would there 
fore urge upon those who are most deeply 
inieresled the ucce.'-?ily of providing against 
the coniiiif,'fncie3 wo have mentioned. At 
present the means of transit on the Shuswap 
lake are totally inadequate to meet any con- 
siderable rush of miners, and of course the 
faciliiy lor conveying provisions is equally 
limited. The eonstipience will bo, ui.lu,.-. 
enorgetir stcjjs are iiumeJiulBly taken, il.ui « 
largo nuinber of pa6sen;.;urs and L. ,:( 
amount uf freijlit will acouniulate at Savai 
Ferry, and the supply of Big Bend wil: < .

A gnat deal may yet he done during 
the pre.'<';iil rnunlh in looking; after the tii- 
w;irding of freight and in tupplementing the 
boats that are already on Iho lake ; but wb 
bopfl, under any circumstances, that do class 
of our population will atlernpt to reach tbe 
mines tho present momli unless they are pre- 
pared to carry wiili them their own pro- 
vision'. Till- .vill iiiiligute the evils tliul 
would certainly ollierwiso happen ; aud ena- 
ble the new diggings to have a fair as well 
as an early test. 

The other i|iieslion, that of aoioo, demands 
moro Ih.in at any [irevious period tbe atleniniii 
of h illi coloniL'.H. The matter, an we b;ivi' 
alroa ly isaiil, n decided in Kii;,'land ; but the 
details are slill unsettled, and it is a mailer 
of the gravest importance that ller Majesty's 
Ooverninent should know the views ol both 
colonies bef.ire tl l y are tielt'ed. There is the 
quChtlon ol eonsliliiliuii and ol tho seat ol 
(iuvernrneiil — ihc lirst a^vilal qiieslion, anil 
llio ~eemiil iiiio in wliicli Victoria has a 
paruiiiount interest. The latter puir.t, luiw 
over, as well as the fiscal policy to be purt^iie I

It is more than 
probable that the bill for uniting the colonies

the neccsgarj steps to he taken to acquaint 
IVlr. Cardwcll with the deiirci of tho 
inhabitants of both colonies- So far an 
Vancouvei Island is concerned, we thinli 
thoro is but one opinion as to the 
cliaructor of the conaliiiition which should 
he gr.iiileil. and we think iho recent action 
of the ollicial moiiibers ol the IjCgislalure ol 
British Columbia will lusd tbe inhabitants of 
that colony to sea Iho necessity of a more 
popni.ir ■-ysieiii of government.
